Proposals ha\re beea subniltted ly various institutions and 
organizations to the US ^epartBient of HEW to deal ^ith the 
recreatlon/reconstructloii of documents In the light of 
the Cubsn problerii. So farj there is no positive reaction 
from HEV, In case of urgent need, the State may set up a 
biaatlonal panel to make the evaluation of aducatlon back-' 
ground and to issue certificates to children who do not 
have any docunients. Another alternative Is to place the 
child on a probational basis.
